Prices of various commodities began 
yesterday to receive fresh attention 
from the United States district attor- 
ney’s office and the federal grand 
jury, now in session.

Shoes and retail coal.

Coal Prices Up 60 Cents.

WAGE REPORT 


COUPLE TO ALTAR 


General Strike May Be | 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.}J—By the award of the anthra- 
cite wage commission, made public to- 
day, the 150,000 anthracite miners. will 
not benefit any more than if they had 
accepted the maximum offer of the 
coal companies in May. This was the 
opinion expressed by leading miners 
tonight. 

Leaders of the powerful insurgent 
faction who have been conducting 

a strike of 10,000 men for 2 months 
are much dissatisfied and: may demand 
a general strike of anthracite workers 
at a meeting to be held on Saturday 
night in Union hall. . 

According to the majority report, 
signed by W. O. Thompson, chairman - 
of the commission, and W. lL. Con- 
nell, representing the operators, but 
not yet approved by President Wil- 
son, the miners are to receive ap- 
proximately 17 per cent increase, a 
two-year contract, and the “ contractor 
system,” which ” causing the strike, 
remains. 

Base Hope in Minority Report. 

The minority report, signed by Neal 


J. Ferry, representing the miners, 
moved, grant all demands of the min- 
ers. 

Itis believed abe that President Wil- 
son, profiting by his experience with 
soft coal miners who had to be given 
an advance after the soft coal com- 
mission’s rates went into effect, will 
give serious consideration to the min- 
ority report.

We suspect 
that his successful and highly gratifying encounter 
with what is commonly termed the law has added 
something to his prestige, but in the main we give 
credit chiefly to the simplicity and inherent force 
of his views.

But 
this Is mere verbiage. What Mr. Murphy means 
is that the majority rules and Murphy is the major- 
ity. “From now on,” says Mr. Murphy, “I’m 
the boss of this union, and- when I say I'm boss, 
I'm boss.” 4 4 

Enough said, we'll say, but Mr. Murphy conde- 
scendg to expand his doctrine: 

“ When I started out to organize the gas workers 
I got all the Dugans, O’Briens, and Fiannerys I 
could find, because I knew they could fight! 1’4 
asK a man if he’d ever been to jail. If he said yes, I 
wanted him. A man that can’t fight and hasn't 
been to jail don't amount to much. They don’t 
use boxing gloves in the labor world—they use 
Smith & Wessons.” 

This is brass tacks and much less tiresome than 
Comrade Lenin's highflown rigmarole about dicta- 
torship of the proletariat and working class con- 
sciousness. 

Neither Mr. Murphy nor Comrade Lenin is de- 
ceived by the proverb, “Smith & Wesson made all 
men equal.” They ‘know there is nothing equal 
about the man with the Smith & Wesson—and 
they’ve got the Smith & Wesson. Comrade Lenin 
is for arming the class conscious worker (provided 

they are with Comrade Lenin); Mr. Murphy for 
arming the Dugans, O’Briens, Flannerys. And 
there is little inclination to contradict Mr. Murphy 
when he says, “ I’m president and I’m going to stay 
president. I'vé got a five year contrart with you, 
and you've got to pay me whether I work or not.”

What Bill has done in Chicago has increased 
charges of all kinds against citizens. He has made 
everybody pay more and he has given nothing in 
return. Chicago gets increased tax levies and in- 
creased debts. It also gets dirtier streets, less 
security, and worse service in every respect. 


POLAND’S STRATEGIC FRONTIER. 
The French foreign office has given out that it 
has advised the Poles to occupy the best possible 
tactical and strategic positions pending the peace 
conference. | 
The French do not believe in taking chances un- 
necessarily in military matters, and we can see 


the force of their argument that the stronger the 


diplomatic situation at Minsk. In spite of the 
rule to which the allies demand the Poles shall 
conform, the rule of ethnographic boundaries, it 
must be recognized that they must protect them- 
selves, if possible, against a counter attack by the 
bolshevik armies unless and until a genuine peace 
is concluded. 
Nevertheless, the French advice is wise only 
according to its application. An overstrong Poland 
seems to be as dangerous to European peace as 
an overstrong bolshevik Russia. It is the unfor- 
tunate character of a strong strategic position that 
it involves a corresponding weakness of position 
for the adversary. If the Poles, relying upon their 
present military success and the sympathy of 
powerful allies, should hold a strategic line on Rus- 
sian soil, the Russians would certainly sooner or 
later attack it and, we are inclined to believe, 
eventually would retake it. Considering the rela- 
tive strength of the two nations, a strong Polish 
strategic frontier which violated national feeling or 
put Russia at a considerable military disadvantage 
would in effect not be a source of strength to the 
Poles but a source of permanent danger. 

In fact, while we do not underestimate the tac- 


session of mountain passes, marsh lands, river 
crossings, their value in terms of a nation's whole 
interest and policy may be exaggerated. If the 
possession of a military advantage involves a per- 
manent cause of enmity in a neighbor, it may 
cost more than it is worth. : 

In the case of Poland we should say that, apart 
from actual and im ediate contingencies, her true 
strategic frontier must be that which least of- 
fends legitimate Russian nationality. A boundary 
whith includes only territory occupied by Poles, 
occupied, that is. by a preponderant majority, 
could not be crossed by a Russian army without 
bringing to the Poles the sympathy and even thej| 
support of the allies, without-whose aid they can 
hardly hope to defend themselves from deliberate 
aggression. If Russia escapes from the control 
of the bolsheviki, with their international propa- 
gandist obsession, and becomes a democracy, war 
against Poland is not likely unless the Poles in- 
vite it. A Russian democracy, we believe, will 
want peace, and if the Poles are not led astray 
by imperialist ambition they can have peace. That; 
undoubtedly is their great need, as it is that of 
Russia and of the world.

The question arises if there are dis- 
ease bacteria around us all the time, 
and if the hands are so frequently solled 
by them why not habitually wash the 
hands with an ahtiseptic soap? J. F. 
Fulton of the University of Chicago set 
the answer to this question as his task. 

The results of his experiments are found 
in a recent number of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. He found 
that more bacteria were removed when 
the hands were washed with ordinary 
toilet soap than when the various anti- 
septic and germicidal soaps. were used. 
Why, then, pay 30 cents to 50 cents a 
cake for these special soaps when ordi- 
nary toilet soaps selling for 7 to 12 
cents a cake were, more effectual bac- 
teria removers? 

“In the whole process of hand wash- 
ing,” he says, “‘done in the usual man- 
ner, the special so-called germicidal] or 
antiseptic soaps exhibit none of these 
properties.”

His experiments, as well as those 
of Weaver, Cummings, and all the others, 
show the importance of clean hands, The 
point he makes is that the cleansing 
properties of a soap are more important 
than its germicidal properties.

As a citi- 
zen of New York you are entitled to the 
use of the state radium under proper rules 
if your case is one that should be bene- 
fited by radium.
